N the Fear of God, and Love to his Truth, and People 

I| do I declare, in the Spirit of Meekneſs, what hath long 
oppreſſed my Soul, concerning thoſe Unclean Spirits gone 

out from the Unity of the Truth and Light,by which we have been 
called, and gathered into one in Chriſt Jeſus, the Head over a!l 
his Bleſſed for ever, whoſe Name hath been greatly diſhonoured 
through many wild Actings, and his Innocent Spirit grieved, 
and many ſimple Souls deceived ; many opreſſed, and many of- 
fended againſt the Truth; becauſe of thoſe Spirits gone out from 
the Truth, and now ſecretly, under a :pretence, ſeeks dayly to 
make it odious to all. (For which Work my Soul hath been much 
troubled :) Who to this Day raven about from Place to Place 
amongſt the People of God, ſeeking to enter where they can ; 
and ſo-to ſtrengthen themſelves/into Parties, to trouble ſuch as 
they cannot enter, ſeeking to ſpoil the peaceable Paſture of the 
Lambs, that they ſhould not Feed in Peace: And for that end, 
hunt after the Meetings of the People of God. All which 
Praftiſes and Pretences, I deny in my Soul, and that Spirit that 
aQs therein. 
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And the more it lies upon me from the Lord, to warn the 
ſimple innocent ones of his thereof openly, in that through me 
theſe Spirits have got much Head and Entrance into the 'Minds 
of ſome who were ſimple. towards God's Truth: And this the 
Envious One hath done, in the Night of my Tryal, and Hour 
of Darkneſs and Temptation, taking Advantage at my Suffer- 
ings, in the Day when my Judgment was taken away, and I led: 
Captive under the Power of Darkneſs, which all along hath 
ſought my Life, had not the Father hid it, and with his Hand 
upon me, ſtayed me in thoſe great Temptations; to whom 
alone I give the Glory df my Deliverance from that great De- 
Rrucion, as his Promiſe was to me before I came into that 
Tryal; who hath now brought me up again, and hath given 
me to ſee thoſe Evil Spirits, and that the Work of the Mur- 
therer and Devourer is therein, againſt the Life of God in his 
Temple : Which, though they ſeek Entrance under pretence of 
Humility, promiſing ſome great things, and more- Holineſs in 
that way, to ſteal into ſimple Minds; but being got in, exalts 
themſelves. above the Seed of God, and Tramples the Meck 
Spirit under Foot, and ſo darkens the Veſſels, and being exalted 
in the Openings of the Imaginations, leads the Creature, (as 
God) above that of God, and ſoagainſt that of God ; he warrs 
- in others, where God. is above. ; 

And this Myſtery of deep lniquity hath the Lord God in the 
Spirit of the Lamb revealed unto mie, whoſe powerful working 
T have found, working in me above the pure Meafure and Un- 
ſpotted Life of God. And though in the Simplicity of Chriſt 
Jeſus, I had given up my Body all along, a Free Offering to the 
Will of God in Life, or in Death, for the Seeds ſake; yet. un- 
gathered in the World ; (as God knoweth I lye not) yet could 
I often feel that exalted One above, ſecretly tempting to Envy 
againſt the People of God already gathered, pretending a greater 
thing to come another Way ; but this, with the Life of God 
was ever F q7 Though often I was buffeted therewith, 
fometimes ſo. ſtrongly, as to force Words from me, above the 
meek and lowly Principle : All which Words were ſoon judged, 
with the ſufferer which lay under, and with his Life be they 
Condemned for ever. 
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And this lyes upon me to declare openly, which Gad hath 
revealed to me, for the ſake of the ſimple Ones, who may be 
deceived therewith, but would not, did they know his Subtilty 
And by this ſhall you all perceive that Spirit, whatever it pre- 
tends, it witiſecretly withdraw your entire Love from the Flock 
of God, already gathered, and cool your Aﬀecttions and Zeal 
towards their preſent Meetings, and it you judge it not there, 
it will-grow on with an Evil Eye, to ſpy out their Failings, and 
delight to hear of them, and talk of them, with an hidden Joy, 
whiſpering them to others, and adding thereunto, with a deſire 
to ſee them broken, and their Nakednefſs laid open, if any thin 
be amiſs: And thus it hath wrought in a Myſtery of Wickedneſs 
in ſome Unjudged, until it' be ſeated in the Throne of open 
Enmity and Strife agaiaſt the Lambs of Chriſt ; preferring the 
Society of the Prophane before them, and taking Part there- 
with againſt them, joining with any who ſeek to ſcatter them. 
And what ever pretence this Spirit ſeeks to cover it ſelf with, 
this I declare of it, (having been kept by the good Hand of God, 
to ſee it reveal'd in its Ground and End) that it is'the- Old Spi- 
rit of the Ranters, which now in a new Way makes Head againſt 
the Light of Chriſt, and Life of his Croſs ; which is the- only 


_ thing that ſtands in its Way, by condemning its Filthineſs in 


every Conſcieace :. And fo they, in whom this is Entered, being 
exalted above the Living Witneſs in themſelves, would devour 
it in others. / 

And this ia the Preſence and Fear of God I declare, without 
the leaſt Prejudice againſt the Perſon of any Man or Woman; but 
in Obedience to God, and for the Seeds ſake, leſt any more of 
the ſimple ſhould be deceived, and that ſuch as are deceived al- 
ready,. might recover themſelves out of Satan's Snares ; no ſelfiſh 
End have I in it, God knoweth. - And long time hath my 
Soul been ia travail, &er I could obtain Power herein, ſo 
ſtrongly hath he that letteth withſtood my Way. 

Therefore in the Bowels of tender Love, I warn you all, to 
take heed how you ever come under that Spirit under any pretence 
whatſoever ; but let the Fear of God, and ſound Judgment in 
the Spirit of Meckneſs, you all preferve above it; for whereſo- 
ever It enters by conſent, it is hardly got out again: And if it 
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be, It is not without much Sorrow: And: this I have' found” in 
the Depth, 'which- for your fakes I declare 'ia Plaionefs and: 
Truth, as 1 have learned of the Lord, 1abouring with him with- 
out ceaſing, that the reſt of the People of God every where may 
be ſaved from.this Devourer, who goeth dayly about to deceive, 
and whoſoever he takes, he caſts into the Earth, or into the Sea; 
for Wickedneſs is with him whereſoever he goeth. _. 

Even the Lord God Almighty arm you all agaiaſt his Wiles, 
being warned thereof in his Love, and the Eternal Power of 
Holineſs you all preſerve clean to Himſelf, who are dearer unto 
me than ever, and that in no other thing, but in that Innocent 
Principle in which you are kept free from all the Pollutions of 
the World, and Fleſhly ' Liberty, and ſtand Witneſſes for God 
againſt it, before all Men, and in no other thing have I fellow- 
ſhip with any, which is that I ſeek to ſet up above al). 

And this was-I moved to give forth, to go every where, as a 
Witneſs agaiaſt that unclean Spirit where-ever it goes, feeling 
its Work is to run toand fro.to deceive; that all may be warn- 
ed by what | have learned in Sufferings, and they that will not 


may be left without excuſe. |
